1 s;iw one of the jail-birda of tho crowbar- 
brigade throw his crowbar into a house 
.full of children and sutt'er no penalty, 
while the man whose house it was placed 
under was arrested for throwing a Iiandful 
of .soft dirt back at the agent. 

Thoro is nothing new to toll about 
rack rents. For years O'Callaghan has 
been screwing the lust penny out of his 
tenants, contisciitiiig their improvements, 
reducing their lioldings and at the siuiie 
time rauing the rents. Now ho is over 
head and oars in debt to his agent, a bully 
named Hosford, ivlio insists in carrying 
out evictions as relentlcsaly and extensive- 
ly aa he likes.

In the cualom house records at Port 
Townsend of certificates issued to depart-^ 
iiig Chinese, tliere is a blank between Ger> 
tilicato numbered 2,547 and certificate 
numbered .'i,i"i48. The eiistoni house au- 
thorities in San Fr,inciMeo believe that all 
the cortiticates between these two num- 
bers, a Ihoiisand and one in all, have boon 
fraudulently issued. 

General Miles in speaking of tho latest 
Indian outbreak in Arizona, said that it waa 
the result of a drunken row, which led to 
a feud between two bands of Indians at 
San Carlos agency. The row took jilaco 
several months ago, in which the chief of 
one of the bands, Tarney Decliaro, was 
killed, and the Indian who killed him was 
immediately shot and killed. 

The elluct of tho lato rise in cotton in 
Liverpool will undoubtedly bo the cause 
of a further curtailment in tho consump- 
tion of c( tton. The ophiion is bold that 
a further advance in cotton will bo abso- 
lutely beneficial, as it will hasten the clos- 
ing of mills and favor thu adoption of the 
short time movement. There is no sign 
of improvement in the business or even 
in current demand. 

Reports of the Eastern Arctic fur seal 
catch are to hand. Tlie season has been 
very poiu-. Five steamers, tlie Terra 
Nova, I'olynia, Arctic, Eskimo and Au- 
rora, belonging to Dundee, caught 61,660. 
Tho value of these skins and oil is only 
8175,000. Tho ciijitaina of the fleet are 
unanimous in advocating a close season, 
as the indiscriminate slaughter of seals 
will soon lead to their extermination. 



THE SEALKRS' COMPLALNT. 

No Demaud fur UaiiiagcB Yet OiBcially Made. 

Washinoton, June 4. — At the state de- 
partment nothing is known of tho alleged 
inhuman treatment of the crews of tho 
whalers that were seized iu Rehring Sea, 
a report of wliicii was laid before the Do- 
minion parliaiiient yesterday. No remon- 
strance has been made to Socretai'y Bay- 
ard, and if the Brttish government in- 
tends to adopt tho suggestion of the Do- 
minion privy council and enter diplomatic 
protest coupled with a demand for dam- 
ages, it has not yet done so. As the 
seizures wore made by revenue cutters, 
the charges of In-utulity and of a violation 
of the regulations would rightfully be re- 
ferred to the treasury department for ac- 
tion, but the tirst knowledge tho treasury 
otlicials had of ...iiy audi charges was when 
they read the disj>atch from Ottawa this 
morning. It is not likely any othciiil in- 
vestigation will be made until an official 
coninuiiiication from the English secretfiry 
of state for the colonies is received. The 
British legation was diplomatically cau- 
tious and reserved, u's usual; in other 
wolds, it know nothing. ,^

On. Hon. Mr. Ohapleau's moving the 
second reading of the "Chinese Immigra- 
tion Act," which was agreed to and the 
bill read a aucniul time, tho house resolved 
itself into coMimittee on the l>ill when a 
discussion occurred so interesting to our 
readers that we have thought it well to 
reproduce it ui full. Wo have been able 
to secure a verbatim report: 

Mr. Cha|>leau — As 1 have already said 
in iiit rodiK-in'_' the bill, this measure is 
liracticMll_\ a rcpL'lition cf llio bill which 
passed the liouse last, year oil the same 
subject, with i!if exception of llie liist 
clause, w liieh s;iys tiiat no duties .shall he 
payal)le under this act in respect uf any 
woman of Chinese origin who is the wife 
of a person wlm is not of Cliiiiese origin, 
and who, for the purposes of tiiis act, 
shall he of tlie .same uat idiiality as her 
husband. Aiiotiier clause provides for the 
passing of Chinese in. tramitu by railway 
through tho counti-j-. The next section 
provides for t lu" |irociiring a passport or 
certilic.-ite ot' leave for C'liinese residentsof 
British IJohinihi.i, who desire to vi.sit their 
native count rv, with the intention of re- 
turning within three months. It is also 
pro\ id( (l tliat the person who presents a 
fraud u K ilt cortihcato shall be liable to a 
penally, ,ind that oue-fourth of the penal- 
ties under this act shall be paid, after all 
costs, to ilir provincial government of

.Mi. .N'.ills - 'I'll.. houoiahle gentle- 
man proposes that the Ciiinese wife of 
u British subject siiall not be treated as 
a Chinese woman, but under his policy, 
when a Chinaman is married to a woman 
who is not of Cldnese origin they are both 
trciited .-is UfUii; of (.'liinese cu'igin. Ihe 
hoiioraljle geiitieinau has made eiU|uiries 
into these matters, and he know.i what 
statements are made with regard to tlie 
morals of tiiu Cliiuuso, and it would Boem 
to me that this was almost legislating in 
such a way as rather to militate against 
the iien-als of tiiose people, 

Mr. L"h;i|de;iu 1 refer tho honorable 
gentleman to tiie report of the Chinese 
conmiissiiin for any infoi inatioii on that 
suhjei;t, liul 1 may ,s.ty tliat experience 
has shown that JMiglisliiueii coming from 
China who are married to Cliiiiese wtiineii 
wereohligeil Ijy tile customs' oliicer to pay 
the duty for I heir \vi\ e.s .and children. It 
really strikes anyone that the wife of a 
man who is a christian and a British sub- 
ject should not be subjected to that duty, 
for, according to a law which is higher 
than ours, being married they are both 
one, and ihi'V .should lie treated as one. 

Mr, D.ivies I uniter,st-and tlie scope 

of the (|Ur.stion r.iised hy tlu! honorable 
meiuher lor MothuadI (.Mr, .Mills), it was 
whether it was not desirable, in tho in- 
terests of morality, that married Chinese

lliein from bringing ill ihuir wives. I 
think tliere are social grounds iqioii 
which that policy ought not to be persist- 
ed in. If the hon. gentleman is disposed 
to exclude Chinese immigration altoge- 
tlier, th,at is, i f oourse, a Jierfecl ly liitel- 
ligilile policy, I f he proposes to restrict 
the iinini'.O'.at ion hy iin|iosiiig a tax on 
every male c,uning from (.'hina, tii.at is an 
intelligible policy ; hut when he proposes 
to impose a tax indiscriminately on every 
Chinese man, woman and child that comes 
into the country, ho proposes a policy 
which, I think, is not in the interest of 
public morality. 

Mr. Chaploau — There is tliis inconveni- 
ence: when a Christian or a British sub- 
ject niarrii;s a Chinese woman, proof of 
the marriage can lie iiMile which is satis- 
factory to the .aut liorit ies. But wo know 
that by till! customs prevailing in C!hiiia 
not one wife merely is allowed, but sev- 
eral, and that the coneuldne is very often 
called the wife; and when the provinces 
are conipl.iiniiig tluit Chinese immigration 
is already loo great, ,aiid that the majori- 
ty of I he female iinmigj-,ants are such as 
should not \\r. eiicour.ageil, it is easy to 
sfi,' wli.al ,alpusi s anil dilliculties would re- 
sult d' they ui-re .allowed to comu free into 
British Columbia on the pretence of being 
married. 

Mr. Davies — That, seems to be a fair 
ground of ,ari,'iiii,eiit , .and (lerhaps the lion, 
gentleiii.ui IS li'^'ht ; liiil lo one who has 
not had the same npporluiiily of studying 
tlie ipiest ion 1 li^il he has had, tho very 
ojiposite result isoulil ajipear to follow 
from his policy. Tho people protest 
against the- introduction of the Cinnose 
because n class of women who are not do- 
sir,al)li' come; hut the ijuestion ni}' lion, 
friend raisins is wlieiher, if you adojil the 
more generous policy and allow the lieiter 
class of Chinamen to (lonio with their 
wives, the objection now naturally tell 
agaiittt Chinoso immigration would bo 
materially lessened. 1 think the subject 
is worthy of consideration. 

Sir .lohn .\, .Macdoiiald The whole 
■'l)blicy of this measure is to restrict the 
immigration of Chinese into Hriiish Col- 
umbia aiid into Canada, On the wiidle, 
it is considered not advantageous to the 
country thai the Ciiinese should come and 
setth' ill Caii.ada, jirodiiciiig .a mongrel 
race, luid interfering very much with 
" white labor in Cunmla. That may bo 
'right, or it may bo >vroiig; it may lie a 
prejudice or otherrtriso ; but the 
prejudice » universal Whether it be 



ill tiio United States, in Australia, or in 
Canada, white labor and Chinese labor 
will never work harmoniously together, 
and we shall have tho same scenes in Can- 
ada, if that iunuigration is permitted, that 
we have seen so lamentably exhibited in 
the United States. The policy of tho act 
whicii now oxiuts is to restrict Ohineso 
labor, and thorofore aiij' step which is 
contrary to tho principle of the measure 
which received tho sanction of parliament, 
I believe, wcjld ii^t be- o,itlof.iL,'i,ory to 
those portions of Canada where Chi- 
noBo labor—hah'— been introduced to 
any extent.' I think my honorable friend, 
tho secretary of state, ha.s hit exact ly on 
tho objection to the admission of the 
wives of Chinese immigrants. If that 
wore allowed not a single immignint 
would come over without a wife, and tho 
iiiimorality existing to a very great extent 
.along tho Paoifib'ocuiBfc'' would be greatly 
aggravated in Canada. Under tho aystoiii 
of Chinese labor as it now exists, the Chi- 
nese coiiio over and make a little money 
and then go hack. That is the least ob- 
jectionable fm-m of Chinese labor, but 1 
do not think it would bo to the advantage 
of Canada or any other country occupied 
by Aryans for members of the 'Mongolian 
mco to become pornmnont inhabitants of 
the country, 1 believe it would intro- 
duce a eontliet between the working chasses 
which would only result in evil. If there 
could bo no oth^r labor oht.iined than 
Chinese labor, perhaps the argument of 
necessity or great exjiediency might pro- 
vail; but now there is not much ditUculty 
in getting w hite labor in any part of Can- 
ada. I'nder these circiimstanees, to en- 
courage Chinese lal.)or wauild he merely to 
prevent white labor settling in tho.se por- 
tions of the Dominion where Chinese la- 
bor was settled toaiiy extent, .\s regards 
the clause for which this bill w,as priiici- 
jially iut rodiiced, to allow .a Chiuesc wo- 
man married to ,a British suhjcet ,, and tali- 
ing tho iiatioiiidity of her hushaml, toi-ii- 
ter free, that is obviously right. The 
law worked so absurdly in the ease of 
Mr. Moore, an English gentlouiau of 
standing, who married a Chinoso ladj' 
twenty years ago, that when they .arrivi'd 
at N'ietoria he was oMi^^ed to p,ay .^oO for 
his wife and $50 for each of his children. 
Of course, in the case of his children, the 
money was refunded tho moment the mat- 
ter was represented here, on the ground 
that the cliildren were British subjects, 
taking thb rank and nationality of the 
father; and there is no diuilit they were 
nut Chinese in the meaning of the, act. 
But there was no means of remitting the 
line on the wife, w ho was a Chinese wo- 
man in every reaiiect. In the opinion of 
the minister of justice there was uo rem- 
edy but to collect the fine. I think it 
would be a great relaxation — a reversal, 
in fact, of the [lolicy wdiich was approved 
of by parliament for the restriction of 
Chinese labor, to adopt the suggestion of 
hen. gentlemen opposite, to remove the 
restriction as respects the wives of Chi- 
nese men. 

Mr. Mills— 1 do not intend to allow the 
hon. gentleman to misrepresent luy posit ion. 

Sir Jidin A. Macdonald I have no de 
aire to misrepresent it, 

Mr. Alilla — Nevertheless, the hoii. gen- 
tlenian's ,\rhole line of argument has been 
in that direction. I said nothing about 
relaxation of tlie regulat ii m proposed, or 
of the policy on which the goveinmeiil 
has entered. I .s.aid uoihing about the 
desirability of having Chinese in this 
country in competition ^^ ith the l.alior 
of the ordinaiy white settler. If there is 
any ground of complaint on that .score 
the lion, gentleman himself is aiisw erable 
for it, for I believe the hon. gentleman 
refused to allow Chuieso labor to lie ex- 
cluded, from British Cohinibia, or to con- 
tine those: engaged on public works, es- 
pecially in connection with the Canadian 
Pacific railway, to the einploynu-iit of 
white labor. The hon, gentleman has not 
|)rnjH)sed to exclude the Chinese, lie has 
not proposed to put such a capitation tjix 
on them as wouhl completely e.xclude 
them from the country. Ho permits them 
to come here under certaui restrictions. I 
do not think that this restriction, except 
in So far as it acts as a prohibition, is of 
any advantage to the lalioriiig classes, I 
apprehend, so far , as British Columbia is 
concerned, that the compelitioii of the 
white and the Chinese lalnu- there is just 
as active as it was before tho hon. gent le- 
man imposed his restrictions, beianse 
there are several thousands of these peo 
pie within the limits of that inoviiK o, If 
you jiermit the Chinese to eonie here at ,all, 
you had better |ierniit them to come in ,as 
settlers. What doea the hull, gentleman 
,say, and wh,at do all those who object to 
Chinese itnmigi-ation, say I They say that 
the (Jhineae come to this country, ontei' 
into competition with our laborera, spend 
nothing in tho country, acipiiie no pro- 
perty, and, as soon as they earn enough 
money, leave the country. This is the 
chief reason given for excluding them. 
It is in the moral interest 'of the Chinese 
•and of the eouimnnity in which then' ,aie 
Chinese settle's, th.at wr. shonhl allow 
Chinese women to come in, that wn should 
allow them to bring in their wives, and 
that we hluiuld not imposi: a tax on tin.' 
wife as we do on the Iniabaiid. By ini- 
posiitg such a tax wo legislate against the 
inoralB of tho community. Tho hon. 
gentleman may say no, but it is tlie fact. 
It would be better to double theea|iit,a- 
tioii tax than to persist, in the policy hiid 
down in till! bill. If the hon gentleiiiaji 
thinks there are too many Chinoso in the 
country, let him double the cjipitation 
tax, I do not object to such a bvx as will 
serve to exclude the Chinese, but 1 say 
let the tax be upon the <!hin;UMaii and let 
the Chiiiaiii.an's wifi.> come in free, Wiu 
will thus as ell'eetu.ally carry out. the policy 
of excluding the Chinese ;is at ])re,sent, 
and, at tho same time, you will ))r(jteet 
the morals of the community in wdiich 
Chinese come as settlers. 

Mr. Chapleau The hon. gentleman 
complains, and I t hink without reason, 
that he has hecui misrepresented. Uo 
should remoinber that, as a ([Uestion of 
principle, it is understood Chinese ininii- 
gratioii should bo restricted; it is upon 
that prineijial that all those wdm represent 
British Columbia, oljject (o having Chinese 
in Canada. This is the principle w liieh 
has induced us to impose restrictions on 
Chinese immigration' amounting nearly to 
prohibition. If you encourage llu! in- 
crease of Chinese jiojiulat ion in this coun- 
try you go against, that principal, and the 
pro))(isilion of the hon. gcuitleman wuuhl 
liavo that eti'ect. As a matter of fact, 1 
can toll the hon. gentleman that if wo vvere 
to allow Chijiese wives, as he calls them, 
to coino in, iiistead of morality wo would 
have greater iiiimorality. 'Phis is l;iiown 
by all those wdio have studied flie (pies, 
tiou, 1 1 has had I hat ellect , as baa been, 
uiifoi'tuiiately, too well proved, ill tho 
t'liited States, Take away that restric- 
tion, and tho worst population iu China 
would be btought to our shores.' It is 
bad onougli for tho people to have the 
Chinese here at all, hut the comniereial 
inlercHtsof Canada and I'highand reipiiiaj 
that there should not ho act nal |)ro|iibi 
tion. The necessities of the times de- 
mand, alsi/, that there should be Chinese 
labor in a new country, but' it would be 
not onljf-imprudont bub'lftbsb unfortuhate 
if the barrier was opened t'o tho extent 
tho hon, geiitloman jiroposea.

He 
then went again into tho deUiils of the 
plans Mr, Boll introduced at the special 
inoetiiigof the council, »nd endeavcned 
to show tho board that Mr. Hondry's 
nclieiiio would cost miichless, say $75,000. 
Ho would nut bind himself to that figure.

I'earse — Tho very things that are 
keeping the work from being gone into 
are the spleen evinced bj^ (SertSiM coun- 
cillors against Mr. Hendry and their do-' 
termination to have the work done by 
contract. It had been proved to him that 
contract work was not always as clie.ip as 
day labor. 

Coun. Higgins then stated that he had 
not come to the meeting to say anything 
on the subject; he only wanted to say that 
he had novor held one bitter feeling 
against Mr. Heii(li7 or any other otiicial 
as lipiig as be had known them and that 
was many years. Regarding the emilr/ict 
work, he was in favor of it. The reser- 
voir, the work on which had been fortun- 
ately stopped, had been blasted seven 
feet too low. He agreetl with Coun. 
Pearse, in his suggestion to leave 
the matter to a com]ieteiit engineer. If 
the ctiuncillor would move to that I'tl'ect 
ho would second. lie wuuld say again 
that he was in favor of cunt r.acl work ,iiid 
winild stick to his oj)iiiimi. 

Coun. Grant asked Coun. Higgins if he 
meant that the excavation had been made 
seven feet too deep.

Coun. Harris said he had very little to

that the reason Mr. Hendry's scheme was 
not ado|)ted was that there was personal 
spite against that gentleman. He wished 
to s,iy that he had nothing to do with Mr.

You've got no right to 
interrujit comieillors when they are speak 
ing in orihu-. Your duty is to sit ipiielly 
in the chair and lie.ir the truth, ami I tell 
you now that what 1 just told you is per- 
fectly true. Mr. Robertson told mo him- 
self that ho wrote that letter, and you, 
ISIr. Mayor, should not tell the council 
now what is not true. 

His Wiirshii) — I tell yon it is not true. 

Coun. Br.iden — Istell you once for all 
that it is. 

His Worship — Gentlemen are ymi 
through now? If you are 1 want to say a 
few words <m this subject. Ho then dis- 
cussed the i|Uestioii at length. 

Coun. Harris lu're moved in aiiieintnicnt 
to Cnun. Cuugldan's iiiutimi, that I\lr. 
liell be reipiested to prepare and biing in 
a report. 

Coun. Pearse seconded, and after con- 
siderable time had elapsed in finding out 
which was the original motion and which 
the aiiiendment, ho announced that he 
wnilld withdraw .is secmider t:o llieaiiieiid 
iiient as he had found out that Coun. 
Couglilan 's motion was correct, and meant 
the same as the amendment. 

The original motion was then put and 
carried, after which the council adjourned
